into the United States, which are free 
by treaty, regardless oi the treaty."

gated," as follows: 


"If the treaty is abrogated, the fol- 


lowing disadvantage

the United States and its citizens: 


"First—Hawaii will levy a duty on

the invention for a period of seventeen 
years. This is what is called a patent. 
This stimulation has been quite suffi- 
cient, for, under its influence, aa has 
been stated, more patents have been 
granted in the United States than in 
all the world beside. 
But recenlty 


there has been introduced an addi 
tional stimulation in the shape of false 
statements and 
deceitful 
promise 


about the great fortunes to be made in 
patents, the result of which is turning 
the light heads of hundreds of thous- 
ands of bread winning dunces from 
normal toil to illusion with its direful 
sequence of ruin and want. 
It is an 


actual fact that thousands of men and 
women are selling farms, horses, cows, 
and economizing in clethss and shoes 
for themselves and children, because 
they 
have 
been persuaded that a 


fortune awaits them in a patent for a 
ohuru, a washing machine, a kitchen 
cabinet, a car-coupler, nut-lock, or in 
some other of the hundreds of classes of 
overstocked invention. 
Many patent 


attorneys, so-called, are flooding the 
country with "lists 
of 
inventions 


wanted." The inventions are, of course, 
not wanted. 
There are dead in the 


patent office hundreds of patents in the 
same class, and these stimulating, se- 
ductive statements are really and only 
in the interest of the alleged patent at- 
torneys who send them. The average 
cost of A patent is $65. The govern- 
ment fees are §35, and the balance,

Some who have been taught in xthe 
school of experience are wary, but 
many even of these have fallen prey to 
the bold and brilliant talent that has 
recently appeared in the field. They 
have been plied with suoh seductive 
"literature" and Inied by snob, caress 
ing promises of sale of invention and'a 
fortune only waiting to be grasped that 
they have overcome their caution and 
silenced their common sense to find 
therdselves sans money, sans patent, 
sans sale, and rioh only in fresh ex- 
perience and the chagrin which rough 
teaching brings. It is no small task to 
educate and warn seventy millions of 
people, ,"mostly fools," that patents 
are a game, which, were the people 
wise patent sale agencies, would not 
play at. Patents more frequently rain 
than enrich the inventor. 
Of all the 


600,000 granted, it is doubtful if 60,- 
000 were really valuable, or marked an 
advance in the art to which they per 
tained. 
It is far from desirable that 


real, 
genuine, progressive -invention 


should be discouraged or checked, but 
it is desirable and imperious that the 
mendacities of patent attorneys shall 


stopped, because they are the source 


of most of that which is spurious and 
sloppy in the patent office, to say noth- 
ing of the ruin and misery of thousands 
of people 'fitted only for honest toil. 
Not half the patents would be applied

• bicyclers shall carry a bell or othe 
suitable alarm devise and shall sound 
the same whenever necessary, to wan 
-persons of his approach. 
At night al 


wheels must carry a light. 
The ordi- 


nance also makes it unlawful for a per- 
son to ride a bicycle on any of the 
paved or principal business streets at a 
rate of speed exceeding eight miles an 
hour, except betwee*n the hours of 10 
p m. and 6 a. m. It is also, unlawful 
to ride upon the sidewalks of any snob 
streets. 


The ordinance is for the protection 


• of cyclist also, and makes it unlawful 


for any person intentionally to place 
himself in front of moving bicycles for 
the purpose of vexing, annoying and 
interfering with the rider, or to throw 
rocks, sticks, or other objects at him or 
his wheel, or to attempt to run him 
down with horse or vehicle, or in any
